EFFECT.:

* Removes a requirement that the Washington Traffic S afety
Commission oversee pilot projects implementing the use of
automated traffic safety cameras to detect certain speed
violations.

* Removes language that permitted certain local juris dictions to
operate automated traffic safety cameras to detect speed
violations in areas outside school zones.

* Prohibits, during the 2015-2017 fiscal biennium, th e use of
automated traffic safety cameras at stoplights and at the
intersections of two arterial roads to detect a veh icle's
failure to stop when facing a steady red traffic co ntrol
signal.

 Prohibits any funds appropriated in the Act form be ing used to
install, maintain, or operate such an automated tra ffic safety
camera.
